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WASHINGTON — Turning up the p<^ 
lilical heat on wavering Democrats. Presi- 
dent Clinton took to the airwaves Saturday 
to assert that the balanccd-budgcl constitu- 
tional amendment sought by congressional 
Republicans would deepen future reces- 
sions and abdicate power to non-clectcd 
.Judges and the Federal Rc-serNC Board. 

Four days before a .scheduled showdown 
in the Senate, Clinton used his weekly ra- 
dio addrc.ss to escalate the'White House’s 
campaign to persuade five undecided 
Democrats to oppose the proposed consti- 
tutional change. There arc currently 64 
publicly committed supporters; 67 votes 
are needed to reach the required two-thirds 
majority. 

"The amendment doesn’t really balance 
- the budget." said Clinton, who boasted that 
his administration, by contrast, has token 
steps to cut the federal deficit by more than 
S600 billion over five years. "It simply re- 
quires Congress to come up with a draitiic 
combination of cut.s and tax hikes and to 



' Under the intensely debated amendment 
drafted by the GOP leadership of 
Congress, deficit spending would be pro- 
hibited starling no later than the year 2002, 
unless a threc-finhs majority of each house 
of Congress voted to authorize it. 

Republicans stepped up their efforts to 
win the'allegiance of Sen. Sam Nunn, D- 
Ga.. whose vote could determine the fate 
.of the balanced-budget amendment in the 
upper chamber. 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich, principal 
architect of the OOP’s “Contract With

Too smart for school 

Despite state laws, gifted-and-talented students are. being negli#^

I did enough to get by,” 
he said. "It bores me." 

He was in trouble often, for throwing 
things in class, for smoking on school prop- 


erty lud for mouthing off to thh teachers. ;

Foster said. In doss, he would spout off 
whatever come to mind.

The drug smugglers’ superhighway 

Documents showCustoms officials were warned year ago of smuggling risk

SAN DIEGO — A federal program intend- 
ed to speed the flow of cargo from Mexico by 
relaxing inspcclioas may have become a drug 
smuggler’s freeway, according to interviews 
, and records obtained by The Associated Press. 

The U.S. Customs Service designed the 
Linc'Rclcasc program to allow approved com- 
panies to transport hundreds of shipments 
across the border without the usual intensive 


inspcctiort 

"It’s a superhighway for smugglers. Line 
Release is a program that could have been de- 
sisted for smuggler,” said a veteran inspector 
who spoke on condition of anonymity bwausc 
he feSed retribution from supcriois. 

Fornicr inspector Mike Homer agreed: "Wc 
are developing systems that are advantageous 
to the smuggler and a disadvantage to the in- 
spectors.” 

Line Release was created for use by rep- 
utable companies in Canada that regularly ship 
merchandise to the United States. Cuslcms be- 
gan using the program with Mcxic^in 1987, 


and it has grown rapidly vritb the signing of 
(lie North American Free Trade Agiconcnt. 

In 1994, 2.7 million Line Release vehicles 
crossed the Mexican bord&. a 44 pereent in- 
crease ovee 1993, said Customs spokesman 
Steve Duchesne. 

Participants can send up to 249 shipments 
across the border before undergoing on inspec- 
tion. Barring problems, the company docs not 
undergo intensive inspection again until its 
sooth shipment.' 

'White Customs runs background checks on 
businesses (hat ship goods under Line Release, 
it’s lcs.<i thorough in checking trucking compa- 
nies and drivers. 

That mokes it easy for drug traffickers to 
hire truckers to mix narcotics in with legiti- 
mate cargo, inspectors s:qr. ' ! 

Finally, die companies odmitted to ^inc Re- 
lease don't always fit Customs’ low-risk crite- 
ria, documents suggest 

Customs Commissioiwr Gcoigd Wdsc and 
Lee Brown, director of the White House Of- 
fice of Drug Control Policy, scheduled a 
weekend visit to the Customs port in San 


Dic^o in response to concerns about drug traf- 
ficking. 

Operation Hard Line doesn’t modify Line 
Release, but it will move up to 80 Customs in- 
spectors to the United Stales' 2,000-milc 
southwestern border. 

"We intend to blitz the ports along this bor- 
der with roving inspectors and canine enforce- 
mcnl officers,” Wcisc said at a news confer-

But because gifted kids are viewed 
as self-sullleieni. advocates say few 
people liave pushed for special pro- 
grams for (hem. Sports and special ed- 
ucation are often higher priorities, 

"It's difticult lo look at a scctningly 
healthy hrighi child and one who is 
luiiulicapped and decide who is going 
to gel Ihc money. One obviously has 
(he greater need," Hoopes s;iid. "Gifted 
education lias not received priority at 
any level. There are no fedend fund.s."

Doing nothing 

Foster spent a month in detention - 
partly in juvenile jail, partly at the Ida- 
ho Youth Ranch. He had enough cred- 
its t o skip his junior year. But when he 
got out of detention, the school told 
liiin that nil the cla.s.ses he would need 
as a senior were filled. 

"I was-going to drop out and be a 
bum.” he suid. 

A teacher suggested going to the al- 
lemaiive school where he could get a 
General Equivalency Diploma and a 
high sglwo) diploma at the same time. 
After spending October and most of 
November banging out. he enrolled al 
Ihc school. 

1 Ic'll graduate this week, condensing 
two years of high school into one 
trimester. 

Fo.stcr seeks no average lifestyle. 

He doesn't want to go lo college or a 
9-to-5 job. I Ic wants to go snowboard- 
ing in Oregon with one of his buddies. 

"That’s all there is to do. hang 
out." he said. "Why go to work every 
d:iy?"

ture. perhaps in painting. 

He ponders everything, he said. 

“I can't focus when I read,” he said.

Thinking skills 

An was the only class he enjoyed in 
high school, the one thing be can con- 
centrate on.

But when I look 
at it. I see cvciy mistake I make." 

Levy said Foster needs to learn to 
channel his creativity, to Icam prob- 
lem-solving skills in order to turn his 
ideas into practice.

Foster wouldn’t have had to come to 
the aliemaiivc school if his regular 
school was able lo adapt lo him. Levy 
said. Mastering a p.iniculoi subject and 
moving on to a deeper c.xploration is 
fine for some kids, but gifted kids 
should Icam critical thinking skills, he 
said. 

Lcs^ scoffs at the slate mandate as a 
cure-all for problems facing gifted chil- 
dren. 

"Okay, we liavc a mandate." he said. 
"As if that’s going to provide a pro- 
gram that's meaningful. That's a 
crock."

DALLAS (AP) — An under- 
cover agent who infiltrated the 
Branch Davidians says he became 
a scapegoat for a failed 1993 raid 
by the federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms. 

Robert Rodriguez, who also 
was involved in the Sl-day smnd- 
off with the sect, accuses ATF 
officials of blaming him for 
botching the investigation in 
order to hide their own mistakes. 

Rodriguez’s I8-pagc complaint, 
contained in a lawsuit filed Friday 
in U.S. District Court in Waco, 
Texas, alleges that bureau offi- 
cials violated his privacy and civil 
rights, defamed him and con- 
spired to blame him. 

An ATF spokesman in 
Washington had no comment on 
the lawsuit, which seeks unspeci- 
fied damages. • 


The cull near Waco was being 
investigated for alleged firearms 
violations. When Rodriguez of 
San Antonio entered (he com- 
pound on Feb. 28, 1993, hours 
before the scheduled raid, he 
found that sect leader David 
Koresh had been tipped off to the 
operation. 

Four agents were killed in the 
raid and 86 Branch Davidians, 
including Koresh. perished in (he 
engulfing fire that swept the com- 
pound when federal officials 
mounted a paramilitary assault on 
April 19. 

Two commanders who were 
fired last year after, a U.S. 
Treasury Department review con- 
cluded they tried to make 
Rodriguez a scapegoat appealed 
their dismissals and were reinstat- 
ed to civilian ATF jobs.

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Attacks on 
mosques kill 
20 Muslims 


KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) — 
Gunmen fired automatic weapons 
on worshipers at two Shiite Muslim 
mosques Saturday, killing 20 peo- 
ple and inciting thousand.s of young 
men to vow revenge. 

The early morning massacres 
were part of a bitter feud between 
Sunni and Shiite Muslim. extrem- 
ists. one of several running battles 
in Pakistan’s largest city. 

By niglitfull. an estimated 10,000 
Shiites had gathered at a park to 
attend the victims* funerals, many 
of them young men wearing masks 
and openly brandishing automatic 
rifle.s and pistols. 

On the way to the funeral the young 
men pelted shops with stones and set 
fire to at lca.st two vehicles. Scores of 
police monitored the procession, but 
made no attempt to restrain or disanri 
the emotionally charged crowd. 

In addition to the mosque attacks, 
eight more people were killed 
Friday night and Saturday, raising 
the weekend toll to 28. 

Prime Minister Benazir Bhutto’s 
government and the police have 
been completely unable to stop the 
rampant violence in Karachi that 
has claimed more than 1,000 lives 
in the pa.st year. Many residents feel 
the city of 5 million is sliding into 


anarchy.

SEOUL. South Korea (AP) — 

The United Slates and South 
Korea agreed Saturday to cancel ^ 

joint military mancuveni for the '! 

second year in a row to placate ^ 
North Korea, which calls the 
exercise a dress rehearsal for a , 

nuclear ass;iult. ^ 

There was no sign of move- 
ment in other issues causing ten- 
sion on the Korean peninsula, 
including replacement of^Nonh 
Korea's nuclear reactors and the 
resumption of talks between 
North and South. 

And. the death early Saturday 
of North Korea’s No. 2 man 
raised fresh questions about the- 
country's leadership and control 
of its powerful miliuiry. Defense 
Minister O Jin U.-78. died of 
cancer. 

O's death could give North 
Korea's apparent leader. Kim 
Jong 11. "a freer hand in revamp- 
ing the military." South Korea's 
intluential Joongang Daily News 
speculated. ' 

> Kim has: not officially taken 
power since the death of his 
father, longtime President Kim II 
Sung, last July. That has fostered 
nimors the younger Kim might 
Ik' ill, dealing with internal chal- 
lenges or facing opBpsition from 
China, North Korea’s main ally. 

1 le has made four appearances 
so far this year, all at military 
installations amid reports of ris- 
ing amiy influence.

Russians 
not worried 
about threat 

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia's top 
nuclear ofticial sounds unimpressed 
by Newt Gingrich's tlircat to try to cut 
off U.S. aid if Russia presse.s ahead 
with developing Iran's atomic power 
pmgrani. 

About 200. Russian specialists arc in 
Iran working on ii.s first nuclear reac- 
tor. Viktor N. Mikhailov, minister for 
nuclear power, told The Associated 
Press, Me acknowledged that the 
Russian-Iranian agreement doesn't 
cover how to handle spent fuel — 
polchtially a source of material for 
nuclear weapons. 

"I'm not worried." said 
Mikhailov. Rcfcring to a key aid- 
program for securing material from 
dismantled Russian nuclear 
weapons, he added. "What's S2I5 
million for Ru.ssia'.'" 

Mikhailov’s ministry is to finish 
installing an Iranian reactor at 
Bushchr. on the Persian Gulf, whose 
con.siruclion wa,s suspended in the late 
1970s. He said a second contract, for 
completing a second Bushchr unit, is 
ready for signing. 

In addition, another agreement 
may lead to two more power units 
at Bushchr, a university research 
reactor, training in Russia for 
Iranian spccialisi-s, and other future 
facilities "that 1 cannot discuss 
now.” Mikhailov said. 

Russia and Iran say the nuclear 
complex will be used only for 
peaceful purposes. But the Clinton 
administration contends the 
Iranians have plans to develop 
nuclear weapons, and has pressured 
Russia since 1992 not to cooperate 
with Tehran. 

Gingrich, the speaker of the 
House, said in an interview pub- 
lished in The Washington Times 
newspaper last week. “Wc should 
cut off all aid to Russia" if it per- 
sists in developing Iran’s program. 

Pope urges ban 
on nuclear arms 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
John Paul II on Saturday urged 
stepped-up efforts to ban nuclear 
weapons. 

Meeting with a group of Japanese 
bishops, the pope recalled the 
approaching 50lh anniyersa^ of the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima and 

Nagasaki'during World Warn. 

“With the persistence of tensions 
and conflicts in various parts of the 
world, the international community 
must never forget what happened at 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, as a warn- 
ing and an incentive to develop 
truly ijffcctivc and peaceful means 
of settling -tensions and disputes.” 
John Paul said. 


SARAJEVO. Bosnia-Hcr/egovina 
(AP) — Bosnian Serbs ha\c renewed 
their campaign of beating ai'id n'bbing 
^ Muslim cixnlians. creating a new wave 
of refugees from the north. U.N. aid 
workers said Saturday. 

U.N. miliuuy obserxeni. meanwhile, 
reponed a cache of heaxy weapons 
was discox’cred in a Sarajevo suburb. 
. in violation of a U.N. resolution bar- 
ring sucb anm from the capital. 

About 300 civilians, mostly 
Muslims, fled the area around Banja 
Luka, a Serb stronghold in northern 


Bosnia, late last week, said Kris 
Janoxvski of the U.N. High 
Commis-sioner for Refugees. 

It xvas the biggest round of ethnic 
purges so far this year. 

“Wc have reports about attacks with 
grenades, machine guns and severe 
beatings," Junowski said. 

The UNHCR estimates there arc 
only about 30,000 Muslims and Croats 
still lix'ing in the northern region sur- 
rounding Banja Luka, compared to a

Editorial 

Let’s leam the lessons taught 
by the debate over Micron 


If you can stomach one more editorial 
about Micron Technology Inc.,' the Mag- 
ic Valley’3 recent flirtation with big-time 
industrial recruiting leA behind some 
useful lessons. Please let us share a few 
observations: 

Gotta hat^ a fbundahon: Those of us 
who wanted Micron's 3,500-job factory, 
emphasized the valley’s need for indus- 
trial jobs. Even people who said Micron 
was too big for us didn't disagree with 
that basic point. 

This area is seeing brisk growth in ser- 
vice and retail jobs, but those sectors arc 
the froth on the beer. A stable economy 
needs basic industries that generate 
wealth, and agriculture won’t Ik enough 
to sustain this valley in the 21st century. 

Local officials and business leaders 
should continue trying to attract clean, 
responsible industries. Presumably, 
they’ll be smaller and less controversial 
than Micron. 

All in one boat: Though it wasn't uni- 
versally supported, the regional effort to 
recruit Micron was a marvel of valley- 
wide cooperation. The reason was a 
shared interest. 

Studies of Micron’s likely impact con- 
cluded that Micron-related grov^ would 
benefit - and challenge - communities 
all over the valley. The same remains 
true of the non-Micron growth that in- 
evitably will come. Coping with that 
growth is a shared interest that could 
benefit from a cooperative approach. 

Experience has shown that cooperation 
among valley communities doesn't al- 
ways work bwausc valley communities 
don’t always want the same things. 
Sometimes we compete rather than coop- 
erate. That’s OK. But on many, many 
economic issues, a vallcywidc approach 
will be helpful. The trick isao pick the 
right issues. ^ 

Teach oiir children well: One of the 
things Micron was looking for was a sup- 


ply of well-prepared job applicants. Oth- 
er companies want the same thing. Mag- 
ic Valley communities should niake it 
priority - both individually and jointly - 
to give young people the kind of educa- 
tion they need to prosper in the next cen- 
tury; . 

Cassia County's school distnet, with 
its proposed vocational-education center, 
is setting an example for the rest of us. 
Other districts should look for wdys to 
copy or join with Cassia County. 

Protect wbat we have: The Micron fuss 
was all about dragging in new jobs, but 
we should remember the importance of 
keeping the jobs we have. A case in point 
is Moore Business Forms. After Moore 
announced in July that it would close its I 
Jerome plant, state and local officials I 
went to work pereuading the company to ! 
change its mind, , I 

The result: Moore said Friday it will | 
stay, employing more than 100 local peo- 
ple. Bravo! 

Keeping those jobs was'surcly 
cheaper and easier than replacing 
them - and a lot more pleasant for the 
employees. Local Icadcrs'should be 
constantly alert about problems that 
might force valuable employers to 
close their doors. 

Grow we must; The Magic Valley's 
population and economy were destined 
to grow befotp wc ever heard of Micron, 
and they’re still destined to grow now 
that Micron is out of the picture. 

The experts say Twin Falls and Jerome 
counties alone can expect 17,000 new 
residents and 10,000 new jobs in the next 
15 years. We’ll need roads, schools, po- 
lice, sewers - the works. 

These predictions aren't new, but it 
took the Micron hoo-rah to get ordinary 
folk thinking about them. Now that the 
fi^t is over, let's not go back to sleep; 

; let’s go to work at meeting the various 
challenges of growth.

So strong was the spirit of liberty in 
North Carolina in the 1 8ih century, when 
the central government was being recon- 
stituted. that state refused to ratify the 
Constitution until the Bill of Rights was 
appended. And so durable has been 
North Carolinians* wholesome distrust 
of central authority, their state constitu- 
tion never has given the governor any 
veto power whatever. 

Since 1909 Tar Heel governors have 
been the only governors so unarmed. 

Forty-three of the other 49 governors 

even wield the formidable power of the 
Hnc-itcm veto— the power to strike only 
offending portions of bills. In 1996 
North Carolina voters probably will de- 
cide whether to risk creating an over- 
bearing executive by entrusting subse- 
quent governors with a general veto 
power— the power to veto entire bills. 

But they will not give governors the 
sharp surgical instrument of a line-item 
veto, with.its powerful potential for pun- 
ishing and coercing individual legisla- 
tors. 

In WashinjJton. where today s most in- 
teresting arguments arc intramural Re- 
publican ones, conservatives arc arguing 
about which flavor of line-item veto to 
favor. But before choosing they should 
pay North Carolina the compliment of 
considering the threshold question of 
whether the line-item veto truly serves 
conservative values. It con. but need not. 
and there arc conservative reasons for 
reluctance about giving presidents a 
■ power that one day might be the answer 
to the question. Upon what meat doth 
this our Caesar feed, that he is grown so 
great? 

The word “veto" appears nowhere m 
. the Constitution, which soys "every bill’’ 
passed by Congress must be "presemed" 
to the president, who shall approve or re- 
turn it. Congress con override his disap- 
proval with two-thirds votes in both

houses. But because of the omnibus na- 
ture of many bills, presidents often must 
cither swallow gargantuan legislation 
larded with pork, or plunge large por- 
tions of the government into chaos. 

Proponents of the line-item veto argue 
that it will restore what the Constitu- 
tion’s framers intended - a presidential 
negative that has been vitiated by the 
practice of bundling disparate bills into 
single behemoths, and by the natural ele- 
phantiasis of legislation in an era of clc- 
phuntine government. (Historian Forrest 
McDonald notes that when in 1803. in . 
Miirbury v. Madison, the Supreme Coun 
asserted its ’’veto” power - judicial re- 
view - it vetoed, in effect, a line item, 
just one article of the Judiciary^ct of 
1789. not the entire Act.) 

Currently a president can request that 
Congress rescind funding for items in 
bills he has signed, but Congress can ig- 
nore the request. Under one proposed 
form of line-item veto, called “expedited 
rescission," Congress would have to pass 
a law enacting the president’s entire 
package of rescissions from a particular 
bill. That means a majority in cither 
house opposed to the cuts could stop 
them. Under a second form of line-item 
veto, called ’’enhanced rescission.” if 
both houses rc-cnucied the disputed 
spending, the president could veto the 
re-enactment. Thus one-third plus one in 
either house could enforce the frugality. 

Doth forms of rescissions would cn- 
.iblc presidents to drag parochial, 
frivolous spending into the glare of pub- 


licity and to dare Congress to endorse it 
explicitly. “Enhanecd rescission" might 
result in a bit more frugality, but there 
arc other values, as conservatives would 
remember when a president made vital 
weapons systems the targets of rescis- 
sion. ^ 

The intended consequence of a line- 
item veto is to deter spending that tacks , 
a national rationale.. However, the unin- ; 
tended consequence might be to make ; ' 
Congress even more conscienceless than 
it is about voting such spending: Legis- 
lators could cheerily say presidents have ’ 
the power, and hence the responsibility, 
to tidy up after they have had the flan of 
voting for spending demanded by 
parochial interests. Indced.'thc line-item 
veto might result in increased spending „ 
if presidents agreed not to exercise it on 
legislators’ jiet projects in exchange for 
those legislators' support on other mat- ■ 
ters. • 

Sen. Robert Byrd, the seven-term 
Democrat from West Virginia, argues ,, 
that any line-item veto diminishes the • 
dignity of the legislature, an argument .. 
more meritorious than its maker. His ca- 
reer of unsleeping and unapologetic ra- 
pacity on behalf of his state has done 
much to legitimize the undignified Icgis- 
lating that has brought the line-item veto 
to the brink of passage. 

Byrd probably can muster 40 votes to 
‘ sustain a filibuster against “enhanced ; 
rescission," But “expedited rescission" 
might be enough. It would not be as 
painful to the likes of Byrd as conserva- 
tives would like it to be. but neither docs ; 
it centralize more power than is prudent 
in the executive. The nation should not 
be overeager to do what liberty-loving 
North Carolina has been so reluctant to !

Want amtha pcrsp^vc? Ask your- 
self bow many planks in the Republican 
pbtfotm David Duke would have 
opptKcd. I can't find one. 

Why are p^le of color so poorly repi- 
itscnted in this movement? It isn't 
because minority individuals don't shore 
many ideals with conservatives. 

Many black Americans are concerned 
about illegal immigration. Many arc 
weary of high taxes. A substantial number 
recognize llv: damage wrouj^ by the 
welfare system. Most welcome a renewed 
emphasis on family values. Virtually all 
desire a solution to rampant crime and 
violence. There is even growing disen- 
chantment with the stigmatization of affir- 
mative octioa 

Sounds very Republican - yet black 
people still ovcrivhclmingly reject the 
conservative agenda. 

Why? Because the conservative agenda 
rejects US. Black people have not been 
invited to join this movement And 
change without consensus is a recipe for 
trouble. 

During the last campaign. Republicans 
made virtually no effort to promote their 
ideas among black or non-Cuban 
Hiqianic voters - and won anyway. 

White voten in California ignored the 
protests of Mexican Americans - and 
. pa^ Proposition 187 anyway. Now 
they're gearing up to gut affirmative 
action, whether African Americans like it 
' or not. 

I can glean only two possible re^ns y- 
why conservative leaders haven’t re^$h« 
out to pieoplc of color. One: They kno^r 
their i(Jeas really won't benefit non-while 
communities. Or. two: They do believe 
their idfeas would help everyone, but 
they're afraid to antagonize their intoler- 
ant core supporters by qipealing to people 
of color. 

EithCT way, it's hypocrisy. America 
cannot build a future on hypocrisy. 

• I sense a growing perception that white 
America has simply ^wn tired of non- 
while Americans. Individual white _ 
Americans might be upset to be depicted 
this way. But beneath the popular 
rhetoric, many people of color are hearing 
an ominous subtext: "We've had enough 
of this panicipaiory society. We're back 
in charge, and we're calling (he shots 
now." 

If this perception continues to grow, it 
will accelerate the ethnic polarization of 


America. Angry but outnumbered minori- 
ties will devise ways to undermine whai 
they will see as a new white dopicstk 
colonialism. 

We're on the v^gc of refighiing the 
mutually destructive ethnic clashes of the 
'SQs and '60s. That would nullify the best 
thing to emerge from that painful era: a 
new strain of enlightened American of 
every cthrucity who sincerely desires an 
end to ptejud^ racism, chauvinism and 
otha forms of tribal hat^ This move- 
ment - if, indeed, it is large enough to coll 
a movement - w^dn't survive a renewal 
of intra- American tribal clashes. 

There b another way. 

All Americans must find the courage to 
rqect the tactics of divisiimisis who play 
on "us vs. them" fears. I'm not talking 
about rqecting specific ideas -those are 
open to debate. But we must identify 

and oppose the subtle work of diviskm- 
ists: t& scapegoating stereoty;^ gen- 
eralizing or demonizing of whole classes 
of people. We must do Ihbcvcn if (he 
divbionist shares our ethnicity. 

America's problems wem't be solved 
by a game of “King of the Hill.” Enduring 
solutions will be forged only if everyone 
participates in the proc^ In particular, 
white Americans of vbion must demand 
that any ideas to fix America's problems 
include input from all affected cthiuc 
V. groups - even ifihe plan could be knplc- 
mented unilaterally. 

For example, if influential white 
Americans bothered to listen, black 
Americans and others would explain 
why relying on punishment and reject- 
ing prevention won’t cure the problem 
of violent crime. They’d also explain 
why increasing the despair of p^le 
^on welfare isn’t the way to motivate 
xhem to succeed. But too few are listen- 
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mg. 

Americans of color want to solve 
America’s probler^ too. But white 
Americans will oruy complicate matters if 
they encourage ihb marginalization of 
Americans of other races and ethnic 
groups. White Americans must set aside 
the arrogance (hat only they know what's 
good for everybody else. In return, black 
Americans will have to overcome the fw 
that cooperating with white Americans is 
a sellout. 

. Thb nation's higher goal should be 
tnnscervlmg tribal animosities and devel- 
oping interethnic trust If we can do that, 
solving our other problems will be much 
easier.

'the Wood River Valley to sec the area 
and try to understand the problem. I 
tuui a great time and talk^ to many 
croa country skicre and snowmobilcis. 
Three groups of cross country skiers 
were staying at the same motel where 1 
stayed and they could not undeislnnd 
why you hod a problem they had never 
encountered where they live. 

In almost nil parts of (he state, (he 
two groups co-cxist without prob- 
lems. In most areas the groomer, 
which is paid for and operated at the 
expense of the snowmobiling com- 
munity, grooms trails for everyone 
to use. In the other areas, the snow- 
mobile groomers groom separate 
trails for the cross country skiers. 

For the safety of everyone con- 
cerned. the two groups respect the 
designated areas. 

What 1 saw in the Wood River 
Volley was very difTerent. 1 saw 
entire areas designated for one group 
or the other. However, I did sec at 
least 100 cross country skiers using 
the area designated for snowmobii- 
crs. On Soiurday, the parking lot for 
snowmohilers in the Baker Creek 
area was more than half filled with 
cars belonging to cross country 
skiers. On Sunday, the entire lot was 


filled with cross country skicre and 
not one snowmobilcr. 

To the business people oflhc valley: 

Several studies have bw done and 

each study has shown that snowmobil- 
ers spend nearly $200 a day per person 
when they recreate in an area. It seems 
to me that to try to exclude this group 
would be a detriment to the commuiij- 

ly- 

Finally, the argumenf over a mow- 
mobile trail over Galena Summit to 
Smiley Creek seems to me to be a 
rather moot point The arguments I 
have heard mostly center around the 
avalanche danger. As I studied this area 
and where the proposed trail would go, 
1 could see very little danger. On the 
other hand, 1 saw countless ski tracks 
desccfuiing very obvious avalanche 
areas. 

I implore the responsible people of 
the Wo^ River Valley to work out an 
agreement where oil tecrcationists can 
share the wonderful state of Idaho. We 
have one of the most beautiful pieces 
of the earth. Let all of us share it 
together.

In Twin Falls, ^fted stunts in grades three 
throu^ six can choose one of several nine- 
week classes. They can study anatomy with a 
surgeon, computers vrith a local professional, 
or invest SKM.OCK) in play money in a stock 
market doss. 

Many of the children in the anatomy class 
want to go into medicine someday - some ore 
surer* than others. 

“I’m going to be an internal organ special- 
ist," says Seth Collins, a fifth-grader at 
Morningside Elementary. He picks up a 
hooked needle and thread and hotidles a dark 
purple kidney that a previous explorer has ^lit 
in two. McClusky shows him how to tie a 
square knot in a suture. 

’That’s e^.” Collins says. “1 kind of know

Reality 

This is how gifted-ond-talented education is 
supposed to wotk, advocates say: captivating 
the interest of hi{^iy intelligent students. 

But in reality, schools often foil to identify 
gifted students, either because they have little 
money or because teachers aren’t trained to 
spot them.

Strong lobbying groiqis and America's ten- t 
dency to cbornpion die undenk^ have led to . 
huge spending on qiccial education, educators 
say. Idaho spends roughly S72.7 million on 
special education in state and federal funds 
each year. The state does not track how much 
money individual districts spend. 

By the same token, educators soy that 
Americans’ (eodcRcy to di^nrage intellectual 
prowess has led to little suf^rt for funding 
for gifted-ond-tolcnted programs. Neither the 
slate or federal governments hss allocated 
funds for gifted students. 

In some districts, special education costs 
nearly 9 percent of the school’s budget, 
while some estimates place spending for 
gifted programs at less than one-tenth of I 
percent. Specitri education funding covers 
not only severely disabled children, but 
also those with a learning disability in one 
area or those who need speech therapy. It 
also covers tronsportotion. food pieponilion 
and medical care. 

Kimberly School District, which has 
1,196 students, spends S331,247 in federal, 
state and local funds on special education. 
About 120 students are enrolled in sprcial 
education, said Gamer.

’Hjc spending has squeezed funding 
for other areas. The district spends 
$20,000, for example, on about 60 gift* 
cd-and'talented children. 

Educoiors say special education chiN 
dren and giHed children have IQ levels 
equally far off the mainstream. And 
they have similar problems adjusting. 
But taking money from general educa- 
lion funds to spend on gifted students 
isn't popular, Comer said. “We're a lit* 
tie reticent to do that in this country. 
It's looked at os ditism." 

Laws and strong advocacy groups 
have led lu on inequity in funding, 
Gamer said. 

"You don’t have the option of trim- 
ming special education," said Debra 
Johnson, executive director for Idaho 
Parents Unlimited, on advocacy group 
for students requiring special educa- 
tion.

The 
aides can keep her focused on one 
thing now; formerly, her attention was 
diverted dozens of times each minute.

Education is not necessarily academ- 
ic, Johnson said. Anything tiul teaches 
a child to succeed, to mosta a ccftain 
area, is education. Anything that leach- 
es self-help skills, ocademics, vocation, 
socialization, communication or transi- 
tion skills ibils within the realm of 
school responsibility. 

For example, phj^ical therapy might 
fall under the self-help category, 
because it may enable children to even- 
tually walk, feed themselves or go to 
the bathroom independently, she said. 

And sometimes severely disobled 
children ore lifted to independent lev- 
els: living in group housing, bolding 
down steady, albeit low-paying, jobs. 

To achieve these results, schools 
must spend the money, Johnsm said. 

“If that means the basketball team 
doesn't take as many trips, then that's 
what that means," she said. 

If money doesn’t go to ^ial edu- 
cation, it will wind up paying lawyers 
when parents of disabled children sue 
the school districts, she predicted.

Skeen said such .students can leave 
class to research projects in the 
library. One student tutors other 
kids. And one sixth-grader is taking 
college algebra. Often, the only 
option gifted kids have is to stay in 
the classroom and study the book 
from the next grade level, Skeen 
said. 

In Filer, one middle school stu- 


dent turned a passion for computers 
into a Job, with help from the school 
district's mentorship program. 
Another student observes a local 
veterinarian treat animals, said Vicki 
Leach, district coordinator. 

Yet Filer too falls short of meeting 
the mandate. The district has identi- 
fied students in only two of the five 
gifted areas and serves children ages 
8 to 18. 


In the Mogic Valley, the schools 
range from Kimberly, which comes 
close to compliance, to Jerome, 
which does not. Kimberly has iden- 
tified four of five gifted areos and 
serves children from 8 to 17. Jerome 
has identified only I percent of its 
student body, ond only in grades 
three through six. 

Jerome has promised to revomp its 
program, Hoopes said.

Magistrate orders 
inmates released 
to ease ‘erisis’ 

HAILEY (AP) — What Sheriff 
Walt Femling called “a crisis situ- 
ation" at the Blaine County Jail 
has prompted Magistrate Robert 
Elgee to order nonviolent offend- 
ers released on their own recog- 
nizance. 

Femling said Elgce's Feb. 17 
order.was necessary because the 25- 
inmate Blaine County Jail was at 
capacity, eight prisoners were being 
housed outside the county and eight 
more were in other Jails on Blaine 
County warrants. 

Elgee ordered that no defendants 
accused of felonies, assault, battery, 
malicious injury to property or tres- 
passing would be released on their 
own recognizance. In addition, any- 
one charged with drunken driving 
was ordered held for at least six 
hours. 

Bloine County is operating 
under two federal consent decrees 
limiting the inmate capacity of 
the jail. 

Femling said he had no choice 
besides roleosing prisoners because 
jails in Bannock, Cassia. Twin Falls 
and Ada counties would take no 
more inmates, and the eight inmates 
already in other county jails are 
costing his deportment $45 per day 
each. 

“My budget will not withstand 
this very long.” the sheriff said. 

The county’s Community Work 
Service Program is full, and 
Femling said all but a couple of the 
22 prisoners in jail on Tue^y were 
accused of felonies.

Idaho plan awaits HUD OK 


BOISE (AP) — A document worth 
more than $14 million to Idaho counties 
needing water and sewer improvements 
and lower-income Idahoans needing 
affordable housing, has been delivered 
to the U.S. Depamnent of Housing and 
Uiban Development for approval. 

The 1995 Consolidated Plan, a new 
housing and infrustnicture planning doc- 
ument, is a joint effort by the Idaho 
Housing Agency and the Idaho 
Department of Commerce. Approval of 
the document means more than $14 mil- 
lion in 1995 improvement funds to be 
shared by ihe Idaho Housing Agency 
and the Idaho Deportment of Commerce. 


The 250-page document includes a 
regional needs assessment of the 
state's housing and infrastructure. Also 
included ore housing and community 
development strategies, a public partic- 
ipation plan and ftinding requirements 
over a five-year period. 

The new plan combines program 
reporting on three HUD programs 
administered in Idaho by the Idaho 
Housing Agency and the Idaho 
Department of Commerce. The pro-' 
grams include the .Community 
Development Block Grant, the HOME 
program and the Stewart B. McKinney 
Emergency Shelter Grant Program.

"There are people playing dupli- 
cate bridge all over the Magic Val- 
ley," she said. "And the center has 
become kind ofa magnet for them."

Bulcher and her husband built liie 
center uRer she ran a .series of bridge 
clubs in a downtown Twin Falls 
church.

’it," Bulcher said. “Some people play 
to gel jieiler. ami some people just 
play for fun."

Q. In your latest book, 'To Spank' 
Or Not to Spank,” you assert that there 
is a growing anti-spanking movem^ 
afoot whose aim it is to ™if<- p«wrt ; al 
spanking illegal, as it is in Sweden. 
Don't you thiA that the swing toward 
conservatism reflected in tbe last elec- 
tion makes passage of such le^slatioo 
hi^y remote? 

A. Tlic passage oflcgistation specif- 
ically prohibiting parental spanking 
has always been amolc. The prohibi-, 
linn, should it ever materialize, is more 
likely to be the direct result of a judi- 
cial ruling. The actual sequence of. 
events leading to such a ruling is 
impossible to predict, but one such 
scenario involves a proposed 
Children’s Rights Amendment to-the 
Constiliition. 

group calling itself The National 
Task Force for Children’s 
. Constitutional Rights (NTFCCR) — 
whose advisory board consists of a 
number of prominent individuals from 
the fields of law, medicine, psycholo- 
gy and family social work — telieves 
that the best way to protect children 
from mislreatment within their own 
families is ihrough such an amend- 
. meni (or separate amendments to' indi-, 
vidual stale constitutions). 

The wording of the proposed 
amendment would open a Judicial 
Pandora's Box llial could well lead to 
separate anli-.spanking rulings in the 
■ courts; "All citizens of the United 
.Slates who are 15 years of age or 
younger shall enjoy the right to live'in _ 
a home that is stife and healthy ... and, 
the right to the care of a lovinp. family 
or substitute thereof...” ^ 

In the 1991 article for the “Ohio 
• Northern University Law Review," 
one of NTFCCR's co-founders. 
Connecticut Superior Court Judge 
Charles Gill equates a Children’s 
Rights Amendment with the Equal < 
Rights Amendment. Conceding that 
ORA was'dcfcated. Gill notes that« 
•"nearly half of our states have enacted 
an Equal Rig)tls Amendment" and 
"nearly all state legislatures have' 
ptisscd legislation that alters the status 
of women." 

In other words. Gill is saying that 
' while a Children's Rights Amendment 
might not fly at present, it might be 
po.ssible to galvanize enough public

' support behind siich a sentimental con- 
cept to implement its equivalent on a 
state-by-state basis. If such legislation 
is eventually enacted, it would only be 
a matter of time before an attorney act- 
ing on behalf of a child would flic a 
suit asserting that a parent who spanks 
. is failing to provide a “safe, healthy 
4nd loving" home environment, ihuso 
violating the child’s protected rights. If 
a judge concurred, a ck facto law pro- 
hibiting parental spanking would be on 
the books, and enforceable. 

Support for a Children's Rights 

• Amendment is growing. In 1991, the 
National Committee for the rights of 
the Child (NCRC) ^s' formed in 
Washington, D.C. Accogling to Judge 
Gill, dozens of national ^ups, repre- 
senting numerous special interests, 
met to initiate what he terms "The 
Next Great Movement in America.” 

The United Nations is even in on the 
act. in 1989, the U.N. Convention on 
the Rights of the Child was adopted. 
Article 19 of its charter, which all sig- 
- naiory nations have sworn to uphold, 
states: “Parties shall take all appropri- 
ntc.lcgislativc...mcasurcs to protect the 
child from all forms of physical or 
mental vioIcncc...whilc in the core of 
parents...” „While spanking is not 
specifically mentioned, it is the intent 
of the framers to include spanking in 
the rather broad category of “physical 
violifTTce." Close to one hundred 
nations havenow ratitied, thus affirm- 

• ing that they are committed to the prin- 
ciples set forth within. One notable, 
holdout: The United States. In the cur-

A woman wrote me from out of

Some families have problems, she 
.said. No kidding? Show me the list 
of families that don’t. Or even one 
family that doesn’t. 

In town, 1 was accosted by .some- 
one who thinks I discourage people 
from volunteering.

I’ve got so 
many outside interests that my hus- 
band will sue me for abandonment if 
1 take on another project. 

The way to manage the conflict- 
ing orbits of the home and job front 
is to make choices and realize you 
and your family will pay for them. 
And some choices carry a high price 
tag. It’s easy to be misunderstood, 
for people to infer that you either 
must be self-absorbed or a martyr to 
all. Reason and respnnsibility lie in 
a role in between. 

My hostile correspondent outlined 
her family troqbles for two pages, 
from and buck. She and her husband 
arc heartbroken over their grown 
son'.s rejection. Estrangement, such 
a formal word for a hurt that feels 
like a kick in the belly. I’m not Ann 
Landers.

She could talk to my children, my 
husband, my friends and my co- 
workers and be enlightened with a 
long list of my shortcomings.

But 
having pain and having made mis- 
takes doesn't absolve us from trying 
to change things. I have a family 
member who broke off family tics 
years ago.

1 was touched 
(hat our son could see (hat trying to 
keep family connections matters. 
It’s worth some effort. It's worth the 
risk of being ignored or attacked. 


Frequently children sliow impulses 
of generosity and openness. Being 
open to seeing their good ideas and 
acting on them is a neat trick. 

I wrote a short note and mailed 
.the card. I didn’t hear I'rom lier. »)r 
much expect to. But at least she 
didn't mark the envelope refused. 
She’ll keep the photo. I know. .So. 
that’s progress. 

One of the best ways of spending 
family time is telling members what 
is really going on in family relation- 
ships. Don’t burden children with 
adult matters: don’t invade the inti- 
macy of a relationship. But do be 
honest, especially about our own 
shortcomings and tribulations and 
how we handle them. How else can 
they or wc learn? 

Our two children are fascinated by 
this knotty sibling situation, tiiai 
involve.s someone they can’t remem- 
ber. The very idea that someone 
could just step out of a family clear- 
ly troubles them. I’m sure that at 
times each child would like the other 
to vanish, to be forever out of their 
hair, But, of course, you never can 
be free from family entanglements. 
For better and for worse, they 
remain, even when the family mem- 
ber isn't even physically around. 

Feelings change between all people 
but family is forever.

But 
hive is an action verb. ’To profess 
love while acting savagely con- 
vinces nobody. To have even a 
superficial, lei alone significant, 
relationship wiiliin families takes 
time and discipline and efl'on. 

We are not taking it. Most of the 
time spent with faniily-jneinbers is 
to hark orders, criticize or comnuini- 
eate schedules. What binds people in 
families together is richer than all 
that, more than DNA. It’s stories. 
And each family niember has an 
individual version of those stories, 
all ime. Take time to liear them.

Work ethic works but not in U.S.

With a 10-hour workday packed with 
meetings, phone calls and presentations. 
Muty S. Vila lias her share of stress. 

‘The pace," she said, “can be drain- 
ing." Even though Vila. 36. director of 
financial programs for Cigna Corp.’s 
Philadelphia opcraiions, siorts her day 
with an aerobic workout at the compa- 
ny gym, by 7:45 a.m.. 8 a.m. at the iat- 
csl. she is anchored to her office. 

the next 10 hours, she works 
at a job she enjoys, rarely pausing 
from her load — not even for lunch. 

"I feel guilty leaving the office," 
said Vila with a sheepish grin. "We 
all run down the steps, grab lunch 
and rush back to our desks, 

"It's this sickness wc have." she 
said, only halfjoking. 

Vila isn't alone. The work ethic is 
apparently doing well — but not 
necessarily for American workers, 
some of whom can barely find time 
for simple stress busters such as 
lunch or a walk around the block. 

Wc don't, it seems, lake breaks; wc 
prefer to work. Wc work through cof- 
fee breaks, through lunch, through the 
evening. Wc start well before 9 a,m„ 
and wc keep going well aficr 5 p.m. 


We're working harder than ever, 
spending at least 158 hours a year 
more on work than a couple of decades 
ago. and we're working more than oth- 
ers, including Europeans. 

U.S. workers pul in 5 percent more 
hours per week and about 8 percent 
more weeks per year than workers in 
Europe, according to Linda A. Dell, an 
associate professor of economics at 
Haverford College who co-authored a 
paper on the subject that will be pub- 
lished in a book later this year. 
Americans get an average of under 2H 
weeks of vacation per year, workers in 
several Western European nations gel 
more than five weeks, she said. 

Of course, few of us need statis- 
tics to tell us wc’rc working harder, 
longer, doing our job and the job of 
the guy who was laid off, all the 
while grinning, so we don't gel axed 
the next time around. 

Said one Philadelphia executive: 
"People say. Tm afraid to leave my 
work^tion becaasc I don't know who's 
going to be there when I get back."'

Around much of the world, work 
is the number one cause of stress, 
according to a survey commissioned 
by the London-based Associates for 
Research Into the Science of 
Enjoyment (ARISE) of 5,296 ofiicc 
workers iii the United Stales, several 
Western European countries, Hong 
Kong and other locations. 

That's especially true for 
Americans, who, the six-month-old 
survey found, arc more likely to miss 
work because of stress than office 
woricers in other parts of the world. 

All of which should cause some 
nail-biting among employers. 
Strcsscd-oui workers can suffer 
depression, health problems and 
decreased productivity. 

David Warburton. founder of 
ARISE, surmised that Americans 
suffer more stress und its conse- 
quences becuusc they take fewer 
breaks during the workday. 

"Nearly everywhere across the 
world, people arc taking tea and cof- 
fee breaks." he said. "But people in 
the States seemed to find fewer 
ways of unwinding than the rest of 
the world.” (ARISE promotes such 
"products of enjoyment" as -tobacco 
goods, beverages end chocolate.)

Worshipers of Elvis Presley can 
join the Elvis Lives On Fan Club, 
Elvis Our Guardian AngEL, Elvis 
Presley Burning Love Fan Club, 
l-lvis Teddy Bears or Elvisly Yours. 

Tliose who want to live long and 
pfo-sper can sign up for membership 
in the Star Trek Wcicommittce, 
Siarfleet Command. Trckville 
U.S.A. and the William Shatner 
Connection. 

To lend an air of legitimacy, many 
organizations start their names with 
“American" or "Nationar* and 
"Association" or "Society." 

There's the American 
Accordionists Association (not run by 
a lady of Spain). National Fishing 
Lure Collectors Club (for those 
hooked on the sport). Association of 
Acrobats (who flip over the club) and 
the Society for the Investigation of 
Recurring Events (like the AFC's 
performance in Super Bowls). 

The Hutchinses began their mule 
and donkey society in 1967, after 
reading that the animals were 
becoming extinct. 

“We thought maybe we'd start up 
a group to share information since 
there wasn’t much information any- 
where,” Paul Hutchins says.

Like the Hutchinses. Charley 
Pugh had an avocation (actually 
two) and decided to start a club os 
well. Pugh, a Fon -Worth dentist, is 
president of (he Parachute Study 
Group, formed in 1971. 

As the name indicates, the 60 
members of (he group study the 
parachute and the history of pora- 
chuiing. But (hey also shore on inter- 
est in collecting stamps and covers 
(envelopes ond postal cards) that 
depict the parachute. 

"There aren't many of us who have 
both on interest in the history of early 
parachuting os well as collecting phi- 
latelic items," says Pugh, who was a 
poiacroopcr in World War II. 

He publishes the group newsletter, 
"Let's Talk Parachutes,” which 
prints correspondence from mem- 
bers, features rare stamps and covers 
and carries historical articles obout 
early parachuting.

A retired sociology professor at 
Tarrant County (Texas) Junior 
College.

Work ethic works — but not in U.S.

Willi Q ] 0-hour woritday packed with 
meetings, phone calls and presentations, 
Mory S. Vila has her shore of stress. 

"The pace," she said, "con be drain- 
ing." Even though Vila, 36, director of 
financial programs for Cigna Corp.'s 
Philadelphia operations, starts her day 
with an aerobic workout at the compa- 
ny gym. by 7:45 a,m„ 8 o.m, at the lat- 
est. she is anchored to her office. 

For the next 10 hours, she works 
at a job she enjoys, rarely pausing 
from her load — not even for lunch. 

“1 fee! guilty leaving the office," 
said Vila with a sheepish grin. “We 
alt run down the steps, grab lunch 
and rush back to our desks. 

"It's this sickness we have." she 
said, only halfjoking. 

Vila isn't alone. The work ethic is 
apparently doing well — but not 
necessarily for American workers, 
some of whom can barely find time 
for simple stress' busters such ns 
lunch or a walk aroundthc block. 

We don't, it seems, take breaks; wc 
prefer to work. We work through cof- 
fee breaks, through lunch, through the 
evening. We .start well before 9 a.m.. 
and wc keep going well aficr 5 p.m. 


We're working harder than ever, 
spending ui least 158 hours a year 
more on work than a couple of decodes 
ago, and we're working more than otli- 
ers, including Europeans. 

U.S. workers put in 5 percent more 
.hours per week and about 8 percent 
more weeks per year than workers in 
Europe, according to Linda A. Bell, on 
associate professor of economics at 
Haverford College who co-authored a 
paper on the subject that will be pub- 
lished in a book later this year. 
Americans get on average of under 
weeks of vacation per year, workers in 
several Western European nations get 
more than five weeks, she said. 

Of course, few of us need statis- 
tics to tell us wc’rc working harder, 
longer, doing our job and the job of 
the guy who was laid off, all the 
while grinning, so we don't get u.\cd 
the next time around. 

Said one Philadelphia executive: 
"People say, Tm afraid to leave my 
work^tion because I don’t know who’s 
going to be there when 1 get back."’

Around much of the world, work 
is the number one cause of stress, 
according to a survey commis.sioncd 
by the London-based Associates for 
Research Into the Science of 
Et\jDymeni (ARISE) of 5.296 oHlce 
workers in the United States, several 
Western European countrie.s, Hong 
Kong and othcrlocoiions. 

That's especially true for 
Amcricons, who, the six-month-old 
survey found, arc more likely to miss 
work because of stress than office 
workers in other pans of the world. 

All of which should cause some 
nail-biting among employers. 
Slrc.ssed-out workers cun suffer 
depression, health problems and 
decreased productivity. 

David Warburton. founder of 
ARISE, surmised that Americans 
suffer more stress and its conse- 
quences because they take fewer 
breaks during the workday. 

"Nearly everywhere across the 
world, people arc taking lea and cof- 
fee breaks." he said. “But people in 
the States seemed to find fewer 
ways of unwinding than the rest of 
the world." (ARISE promotes such 
"products of enjoyment" as tobacco 
goods, beverages and chocolate.)

At age 12. the family, at Mary Parker's re- 
quest. looked into the possibility of a prosthesis. 

"She went through a little thing. When you 
start maturing a bit and go through adolescence 
you start thinking about difTcreni things," her 
father siiid. 

"Tliey (old her that wc can do all this for you 
but as. far as athletics and all it's probably just 
going to get in your way. They talked about ev- 
erything from taking some toes and pulling 
them on her hand. We elected not to even go 
that route," John said. 

Looking back. Mary Parker is glad. 

"Even if I did have a prosthesis 1 wouldn’t use 
it. 1 went ilirough that in fifth and sixth grade. 
My parents said, 'Look, if you want one we'll 
get you one.' I .said, ’No. I don't havcauiy use 
for it. It would limit me more than witliout it’ 

"Now I'm really glad 1 took that step and 
said. 'Look, I'm difTerent than everybody else, 
and if people can’t accept it it’s their prob-

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Daughters take reins 

Women are increasingly succeeding their mothers in family-owned firms

NEW YORK — Frieda Caplan quit her Job 
as production manager at a thread factory and 
bciran a produce business 33 years ago so she 
could sum a family and keep working. ’ 

Now. her two daugliVcrs own I'rieda's Inc., a 
$24 million comptmy that sells specialty pn>- 
duce like kiwi fruit and purple potatoes. The 
oldest. Karen, became president in 1986 and 
luis more than doubled revenues in her tenure. 

"I never dreamed cither of my daughters 
would -consider joining me," said CapLin. 71. 
now chainnan of Los Angeles-b.xsed Frieda's. 

Women own 30 percent of all faniily-mn 
businesses, according to census data, and in- 
creasingly they are passing the baton to their 
daughters. 

Tlie National Foundation for Women Busi- 
ness Owners estimates 6.5 million women run 
a business, providing Jobs for 1 1 million peo- 
ple and contributing SI trillion to the econo- 
my. 

Ilieir numbere are growing. Census figures 
show that front 1982 to 1987, the last years for 
which numbers are available, the number of 
wamen-ouned basines.scs jumped 57 percent. 

"in the list five to 10 years, the engine driv- 
ing the economy is small basines-s,” said Patty 
DeDominie. president of the National A.s.soci- 
aiion of Women Bu.siness Owners, the founda- 
tion's parent. 

Women are starting basinesses beeaase with 
more women working outside the home, they 
have gotten the experience needed to run ihcir 
own companies, DeDominie said. 

In addition, as companies have sla.shed jobs 
over the last half-dec;ide. many women liave 
either been forced out or found their possibili- 
ties within a large company limited. 

In some cases, women like Caplan have 
wanted to set their own hours and choose llicir 
own stress levels, said bcDominic, who her- 
self stalled a busine.ss, Los Aiigcle.s-bBsed 
PDO Personnel Placement Services Inc, 

“Women have found that it can be reward- 
ing ercaling an environment where employees 
can grow, where tliey enn be creative, nurture 
and prinluce significant results.” .she said. “It's 
more rewarding than being dictated to from 
above." 

Even women, who have tried to join family 
businesses run by fathers or brothers have 
found their ambitions thwarted. 

A survey spoasored by Massacliu.sctLs Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. last year found family 
business owners more likely to employ men 
than women relatives and more likely to give 
them greater responsibility. 

One-third of owners have ut least one son 
involved in the business and 15 percent have o 
brother working for the firm. By comparison. 
14 percent of owners employ any daughters 
and only 6 percent employ any sisters. 

Sons and brothers, tlie study found, arc more 
. than twice as likely to hold controlling positions 
in family firms as daughters or si.siers. 

"Tltere is still a 'glass ceiling’ in families for 
daughters," said Vivian Blackford, who con- 


sults for fiunily-iun busincsscs.'*Wberc there is 
an able son. he gets groomed for IcDdcrsliip.** 

Nora Jocschkc, 56. started N.N. Joeschke, a 
property management company in San Diego, 
24 years ago. hoping to balance a job and fam- 
ily life. 

Right from the start, she said, .she involved 
her children in the business, putting them to 
work scaling envelopes and doing jonitorial 
work. Elizol^, the youngest, says she started 
answering customer service calls at age 6. 


"I respected them,” Jacschkc said. "I knew 
that whatever job 1 gave them, they would do 
well." 

Now, all three daughters work with their 
mother — as docs the third generation, 
Jaeschke’s 8-year-old granddaughter. Al- 
though Jacschkc has no plahs^ rcrirc, she 
plans to pass the company of 2(X) employees 
to her daughters. 

Pan of the challenge of being a woman 
business owner, Jacschkc said, is being taken 


.seriously. That forced her. she, said, io work 
harder to prove site was worth respect. 

Wheit she started the company in 1971, 
controelors were unaccustomed to a woman 
heading a business, she said. 

"One told me later that when they first 
heard about me they laughed, then they be- 
came concerned and then they started trying to 
ptoicci their business,” Jacschkc said. 

Tlic dynamics orbusines.ses nm by women 
are difi'erent than those operated by men. orga- 
ni/iiiional p.sychologists say. 

Compeiiiiveness, which can damage a fa- 
ther and .son business, is not usually an issue 
for mothers and daughters, said Bernard 
Liebowitz. a psychologist and management 
con.suIiani specializing in family-owned busi- 
nestics. 

Fathers and sons, he said, olten feel they 
need to be.st each other, with the son trying to 
pmve himself woTthy of the business. By con- 
trast. mothers imd daughters need mostly to cs- 
UiblLsh their own space, he said. 

In addition, mothers and daughters tut usu- 
olly better able to share the business, ond 
mothers ofien find it easier than fathers to lei 
go when the lime comes, Liebowitz said. 

Furthcmiore, women business owners arc 
oRen belter at prumoiing team cfTorts and are 
more concerned about how people relate, 
viewing both as important business issues, 
Liebowitz said, 

MnryAnn Ellis, president of American 
Speedy Printing in Boynton Beach, Fla., start- 
ed her S400,(K)0 a year business a decade ago 
aller her husband was laid off from his job. 

She says she consider is.sucs a male owner 
might not. For example, she set up a nursery 
for the infant son of a press operator so he 
could bring him to work on days the child was 
sick. 

■‘Women tend to occommodaic more. If 
there is a need, they find a way to take core of 
it." Ellis .soid. “I maintained a good employee 
ond that's fundamental when you’re a small 
business." 

Three months ago, Ellis handed the reins to 
her 21-ycar-old dau^tcr, who has been work- 
ing with her mother for six years. Ellis’ son 
also works in the business but didn’t wont the 
responsibility of business decisions, she said. 

Marric Gebbic, president of Action Bog Co. 
in Chicago, also chose a daughtcrover a son to 
run her company when she retires next sum- 
mer. 

Gebbic cstoblishcd the S4 million wholcsole 
bog di.siributor with $16,000 in. 1980. T-wo 
daughtcis work with her, as did her son, who 
left the company two years ago at about the 
lime his mother's choice for succession be- 
come public. 

Gcbbic’s daughter Nancy Cwynor has 
worked with her mother since 1982, when she 
joined the company looking for regular hours 
so she could start a family. 

Several years lolcr, Gcbbic’s older daughter, 
Mari Jo, also joined Action Bag, also looking 
for something that would allow her to raise o 
family. 


IRS, banks avoid ‘quickie loans’ this tax season

WASHINGTON — Worried about fraud, 
the Internal Revenue Secvicc is making it 
more difficult to obtain an "instant refund" by 
filing your return electronically. 

Electronic filing — offered through tax 
prqiaration services — still will be available, 
even encouraged by the IRS. But one of the 
prime motivators for using the service will be 
less common. 

In the pa.st, afler a taxpayer filed an elec- 
tronic return claiming a refund, the IRS would 
spit back a notice within 24 hours saying the 
refund wasn't encumbered by a delinquent 
student loan or other pa.st-due debt to the fed- 
eral government. 

With that as-suronce, banks — working with 
tax preparers — would issue a loan for the 
amount of the refund.' deducting a fee averag- 
ing around $30. 

But the IRS believes such quickie loans en- 
courage fast-buck artists to take the money 
and run, It will no longer issue the notices. 

Banks still will make some loans, but to 
fewer taxpayers, and they likely vvill reduce 
their loan limit and double their fees to cover 
an increased risk of delinquencies, predicted 
John Hewitt, president of the Jackson Hcwiii 
Tax Service in Virginia Beach, Va, 

“I expect 20 percent to 40 percent of the 
people who received loans lost year to be 
turned down. That's going to create a lot of

But even without an instant-refund loan, 
you may want to consider filing electronically, 
especially if you already aie having your 'ro- 
turn done by a professional preparer: Some 
will transmit a return at no additional cost. If 
you do the return yourself and bring it in for 
transmission, the usual charge b around $35. 

The IRS promises your refund within 21 
days, if there aren’t any problems, compared 
with 40 days for a paper return. 

Electronic filing cuts down on paperwork

and errors. And the IRS will deposit your re- 
fund directly-tiUo your bank account. In some 
.states, you can flic your stale return electroni- 
cally at the some lime. 

Tbe electronic return originator must follow 
up your electronic return by mailing Form 
8453 with your signature and your W-2 forms. 

Late last year, ihe IRS lightened the require- 
ments for tax preparers who paiticipatc in the 
electronic filing program, so some may drop 
out. But for die first lime, it will allow some 
big coiporations to file electronically for their 
employees. 

The agency is projecting 15.5 million dec- 
ironic mums this year, up from 13,5 million 
lost year, of which about 32.000 were fraudu- 
lent 

It expects an additional 726,000 people, 
up from 519,000 )a.st year, to filc.by calling 
a toll-free number, available nearly round 
the clock, and punching in their tax infor- 
mation on their telephone. 

The progrom has been expanded to oJI or 
pan of 10 slates and is now availoblc in 
Colorado, southern Texos and northern 
CttJifomia. As before, TclcFile also will be 
ovailabic in Florida. Indiana, Kentucky, 
Michigan. Ohio, South Carolina and West 
Virginia. 

People in those states can participotc if 


they arc single, would otherwise use Form 
1040EZ, do not qualify for the earned in- 
come credit ond have the same address as 
lust year. 

The IRS sends a special package to 
prospective telephone filers. The whole call 
takes about five minutes and taxpayers 
must follow up by mailing in a Form 1040- 
TEL and Ihcir W-2 forms after they finish 
the call. If they owe taxes, they can send 
the check any time up until the filing dead- 
line — April 1 7 this year. 

Last year, according to the General Ac- 
counting Onicc, IRS lines devoted to Tele- 
File were swamped. Only about 13 percent 
of colls were answered. But the IRS plans 
to double the number of lines this year. 

There’s olso o third oliemalive to paper 
returns — Form I040PC. It’s o conmutcr 
progrom that allows taxpayers to figure 
their taxes on their home computer and 
then print but o return with only the lines 
the taxpayers need, reducing paperwork 
and errors. 

Last year, 4.2 million taxpayers used 
Form 1040PC, down from 4.8 million in 
1993. The IRS is working with computer 
software firms to make this option more 
popular. 

And it hopes about 30,000 taxpayers will 
use cither CompuScrvc~or America Online 
to file thcir'rcturns from their personal 
computers. 


Job hunting can be less painful on Internet

But now reality has set in. And everyone 
knows; Reality hurts. [ 

Luckily, that first step in the job hunt has 
become a lot less painful. A few minutes bn 
the Internet can land you dozens of job Ica'ds 
if you look in the right places. 

Let's start with c-'rt'tail and the various 
mailing lists that will update you daily with a 
list of available jobs. 

One of the best is the Federal Jobs Mail- 


On line 


ing List. To subscribe, scild c-moil to list- 
serv@dartcmsI.dartmouth.edu ond in the 
body of the message, type *!subscribc fed- 
jobs’’ followed by your real ruimc. For ex- 
ample. "subscribe fedjobs Mr. NeiRider 
Dude.” . 

Mailing list discussion^ for specific ' 
professions also post o lot of job open- 
ings, so you might wont to look ot those 
too. 

A word of warning: Hiesc lists lend to., 
generate a lot of mail. So if you use an e- 
mail service that chafes you for each e- 
mait message, you mi^t want to recon- 


sider. 

For the Usenet newsgroups folks, there 
ore dozens of groups that list jobs in vari- 
ous industries and various areas of the 
country. For example, cic.jobs lists jobs 
available in the Cleveland area and 
dod.jobs lists jobs available at the U.S. 
Depaitmcnt of Defense. 

Genera] groups — including 
' biz.Jobs.ofrcrcd and misc.jobs.ofrcred.en- 
iry (which is solely entry-level jobs) ^ — 
offer a wider range of places and posi- 
tions. ' 

Because these groups are free, compa- 
nies often list openings there before 
newspapers and magazines. Companies 
also read through the lists looking for 


people they may want to hire. 

in some groups, such os cic.jobs for ex- 
ample, you con post requests for jobs and 
your resume. You can also do this in gen- 
eral groups such as misc.jobs.resumcs. 
However, before you do this', make sure 
that it is allowed within the parameters of 
the group — or else you can end up mak- 
ing a lot of people, including prospective 
employers, really mad.

WASHINGTON (AP) — If you like 
10 do your own taxes, deductions are 
one of the tliiiig-s llial make life worth 
living. Finding and using them olfer a 
quiet satisfaction. 

On the other hand, ifyou hate to do 
your taxes (llie category that fits most 
of u.s), deductions and llic fiendishly 
complex rules on their use can reduce 
you to a hair-pulling, shrieking mess. 

Effective this year, the rules for 
some of the most popular deductions 
have been rewritten, many as u result 
of President Clinton's first budget. 
pas.sed by Congrc.ss in August 19W. 

You'll want m check for rule 
changes on deduclTons for moving ex- 
penses. mortgage points, business 
meals, club dues, charitable contribu- 
tions and health insurance for the self- 
employed. 

Uut like about seven of 10 taxpayers, 
you may find you don’t have to worry 
about the nuances of any one deduc- 
tion bccnu.se it's to your advantage to 
lake the standard deduction, rather than 


couples filing a joint rciitnt and quali- 
fying widows and widowcm is $6,350 
this year. For single people, it's 
53,800: heads of household. 55,600, 
and married people filing separate re- 
turas.

• MOVING EXPENSES: The rales 
liavc been rewrillcn for this year. To 
qualify, your new workplace must be 
at least 50 miles farther from your old 
home than your old job was. That's up 
from 35 miles. You no longer can 
deduct ccruin costs related to .selling 
your old home and buying a new one: 
amounts you pay for meats while mov- 
ing; (ravel expenses, meals and lodging 
for pre-move hoasc-hunting trips, and 
meals and lodging while living in tem- 
porary quaners near your new job. If 
your employer reimburses you for 
those expenses, it counts as income 
and should be included on your W-2. 

Also, moving expenses for I W4 are 
now subtracted from income on the 
front of Form 1040, line 24.

• JOB EXPENSES AND MISCEL-

tools: union dues; tax-pn.'paraiion fees

safe-deposit box rental. 

In a change, club dues are no longer 
deductible as a businc.ss expense, al- 
though the IRS will make an exception 
for dues paid to public service clubs 
such O.S the Rotary, Kiwanis and Lions. - 

The deduction for business meals 
and entertainment expenses )ias been 
cut to 50 percent of what you paid, 
down from 80 percent last year. 

For job expenses, you may need to 
fill out Fomi 2106. A new' and simpler 
12-linc Form 2106-EZ is available and 
should make life a bit simpler for an 
ekiimated 3 million taxpayers. Sec 
Publication S29.

When is the 700*point bonus for 
winning the rubbtf earned? Does 
it go to the side that wins two con- 
secutive gomes?

ANSWER: Not necessarily. A 
rubber consists of a niaximum 
of three games. When one side 
wins any two games, that side 
wins the rubber. If the rubber is 
decided in two games (two con- 
secutive games by the winning 
. side), the winners earn a 700- 
. poin) bonus. If one side wihs 
one game and the other side 
wins two, consecutive or not, 
the winning side gets only a 500- 
point bonus. 

DearMr.WolfI: 

Why do most players use the one- 
no-trurop response to an opening 
bid of one in a suit as a “bust” re- 
sponse? Can you explain the nor- 
mal use of the one-no-trump re- 
sponse?

ANSWER: The one-no-trump 
response is not a negative re- 
sponse. It promises 6-0 HCP 
(sometimes 10 HCP). In re- 
sponse to a m^or-sult opening, 
it is negative in the sense that 
responder cannot support open- 
er's five-card suit (usually fewer 
than three trumps). In response 
to a minor, it is negative in the 
sense that responder has no 
four-card m^or to Introduce.

a Manhattan hotel suite. On Nov. 30. 1994. Shakur was 
shot in the head, groin and hand while resisting a rob- 
bery in Manhattan. The next day. he was found guilty 
in the 1993 sex-abusc case. Shakur surrendered to the 
police on the Dec. 23 deadline but was unable to nii.se 
his bail, which hod been set at $3 million. The Munluitan 
District Attorney’s office say.s it requested a high bail "be- 
cause it was a serious felony, because Shakur has u his- 
tory of not appearing in court and becou.se he is known 
to curry a gun." Last mumh, a judge refused to reduce 
the bail.

Then, in 1990. President Bush signed 
the Child Care and Development Block 
Grant, the largest piece of legislation 
to help states provide money to work- 
ing parents who need help paying for 
child care. It provided $2.S billion over 
three years — not nearly enough. Now 
this grant is in danger of being aban- 
doned by Congress. The House and Sen- 
ate are considering proposals that would 
combined// federal child-care programs 
into a single block grunt to the states 


and cut federal funding by as much os 
30 percent. They also would eliminate 
basic health and safety protections that 
such programs have had to meet in or- 
der to qualify for federal funding. 

These cuts are being proposed when 
families need more help paying for child 
care, not less. Thirty-one states have long 
lists of families waiting for help, and 
Congressional proposals to refonn wel- 
fare. if enacted. oJmost certainly^ will 
continued

businesses an estimated S3 billion ayear. 

Consider these facts, provided the 
Child Care Action Campaign: 

• Of the nation's 22 mtilion children 
under age 6. at least 12 million need 
daily care because their parents woric. 

• Sevemeen million children need care 
before or after school. 

• More than half of oil working iiMHhcrs 
return to work or ore looking for a job be- 
fore their babies ore a year old. and four- 
fifths return to their jobs permarwruly. 

• In more than two-thirds of all two- 
parent families, both parents work. 

• Half of all white children and three- 
fourths of all African-American and 
Latino children spend part of their diild- 
hood in a single-parent family. 

Child care is a national pcotriem. Most 
other industrialized countrie^>-such as 
France, Sweden, Gennany. Italy and Ja- 
pan — provide free or government-subsi- 
dized child-cate centers, often combined 
with .schooling and duld health care. The 
U.S. docs not have on a^uate policy 
for helping families raise thrir children. 

If American industry wants to be (he 
most competitive in the world, wc need 
employees who feel secure alxrut their 
children and arrive at work ready to 
perform their jobs. 

For more than 20 years, legislation 
in the U.S. virtually ignored childcare.

Not Kim Fields. For nine years, Kim 
starred a.s Tootic on the hit NBC sitcom 
The Facts of Life. Now. grown up and a 
college grad, she's in another smash sc- 
ries — Living Single, this lime for Fox. 
Working with a strong ensemble cast 
(hat includes Queen Laiifah. Kim Coles 
and Erika Alexander. Kim plays Rcgine. 
one of four successful young black wom- 
en who sham u browastone. each looking 
for her own deHnition of huppine.ss. 
Which, for Rcgine in the show’s first 
season, meant finding "Mr. Right." 

"The old Regine was looking for the 
material things— the money, the hou.se. 
the clothes." Kim said. "She was .sh^low 
and was meont to be. My character now 
|in the show's second seu.son| is start- 
ing to change, more at peace with herself. 
She's comfortable getting ready to set- 
tle down with somebody." 

And is that "somebody’’ in the plot as 
yet? "He’s on his way!" replied Kim. 

Some critics (including Bill Cosby) 
have ripped Living Single for pulling 
down men. for all the focu.s on sex. even 
for the way the four young women talk. 
What about that'? Said Kim Fields: 

'They [the critics] are so much in the 
attack mode. They don't understand. 
These arc .six black people (the four 
women, plus two male ncightrarsj who 
aren't in school or living with mom and 
dud. We all have good jobs. But we still 
ore going to talk about men. I think it's 
unfair to criticize reality. Stereotypes? 
Not us. We’re noi a caricature. We're 
not rolling our eyes with chicken bones 
hanging out of our mouth.s. We weren't 
perfect our first season — what show is? 
But our characters arc developing." 

And docs it work, or ore the critics on 
to something? Again, listen to Kim: 
"We’re No. 1 |Ln the ratings) among 
black hou.scholds. But there's a tremen- 
dous crossover audience in race and also 
in age. We have a tremendous follow- 
ing in other demographics and not just 
ages 18 to 25. Last year's audience fol- 
lowed us this year." 

"When I’m out," she added, "people 
come up to talk about the show. 1 don't 
mind their coming ajp. but sometimes 
they get so excited, they're touching you 
while you’re trying to eat dinner."
